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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

Strong General Revenue receipts in June pushed state Fiscal 1981 
revenues much closer than earlier expected to the Governor's 
revised budget. Missouri's General Revenue receipts for the year 
totaled within one percent ($17 million) of the revised budget. 

The $17 million shortfall is covered by the state’s operating reserve, 
a percentage of appropriations set aside yearly by the Missouri 
General Assembly to cover any lags in anticipated General Revenue 
for the coming year. 

General Revenue receipts for June totaled $206,199,989, 13.7 per- 
cent better than last June. The preliminary total for the fiscal year is 
S$1,897,645,667, a 3.21 percent increase over General Revenue 
receipts for Fiscal Year 1980. A few minor year-end adjustments 
could change totals slightly. 

You might recall that May general revenue totals increased only 
slightly over May, 1980 receipts. The sluggish receipts this May left 
only one month to gain the nearly $50 million extra required to meet 
the revised budget. Adding to the bleak prospects of achieving this 
goal, receipts in June a year ago were very strong, making improb- 
able any substantial gain this June over last. 

But sparked by a single-month record $102 million in personal in- 
come tax receipts, June receipts this year outpaced receipts for June, 
1980, by almost $26 million! 

Individual income tax receipts provided more than two-thirds of 
the gain, netting more than $20 million (24%) over individual income 
tax totals in June, 1980. Corporate income tax receipts in June in- 
creased $1.7 million (9%) over the same month a year ago. And June 
sales tax receipts showed moderate growth, up $3.5 million (6%) 
over June, 1980. 

This welcome finish puts Missouri in a bit brighter financial shape 
at the start of the new fiscal year. The state did not dig quite as 
deeply into the operating reserve. 

We can only hope that inflation lessens, and that Missouri's 
economy shows an upturn, which will help ease Missouri's budget 
pinch, and allow the state to continue providing quality basic services 
to the people of Missouri.
